34 major now manufacturing and assembly plants built since the 
end of World War II, accord-*                     
ing to the Automobile Mann 
fuoturnis Association.

"We don't Intend to break 
up our existing main plants," 
declares the head of one large 
automobile firm, but our ex 
ponding Is being done chiefly 
in the form of new plants 
In new locations." 
There arc now a total of 118

assembly plants In the nation, 
In 77 cities of the 24 states,

Also, 
now that California, has more 
curs than New York mid Is 
the fastest-growing section of 
the nation, the Torrance areii 
particularly Is In a favoruble 
spot, It has l-ccn pointed out. 
One manufacturer reports an­ 

other reason for building new 
plants la because traffic and 
parking problems in his main 
plant cities are affecting nl.s op­ 
erating costs by delaying many 
workers' arrival on the Job. The 
firm also finds that factory ef 
ficlency suffers when more than 
25,000 persons are employed In 
one plant.

More than one-thlrd of th 
plate mill conversion project un­ 
der way at U. S. Steel's Geneva 
steel plant near Provo, Utah, has 
been completed, officials an­ 
nounced today. , 

When the project Is finished, 
probably early in 1940, the 
fienova plant will be equipped 
with facilities for the manufact­ 
ure of coils of hot strip steel, 
in addition to plates and struc­ 
tural shapes which are present­ 
ly manufactured there.

and tin plate by U. S. Steel's 
Columbia' Steel Company In 
California.
The project, officials explain­ 

ed, is the major part of a eon- 
version program which the U.S. 
Steel Corporation agreed to un­ 
dertake at the time of the 
Plant's purchase from the (Jov- 
eminent June 19, 1940 at an
